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Johnson Taking 
JRighls, Poverty 
Talks to N.Y.

NEW YORK (AP)-President 


Johnson carried to New York, to- 
day the same appeals he voiced 
repeatedly this week to audi- 
« 


ces in the Deep South: Pro- 
ote civil rights and wipe out 


poverty. 


After two days in Appalachia 


and the South, Johnson was 
armed with a speech identical 
In thought—even in phrasing — 
to'those he delivered below the 
Mason-Dixon Line. 


"I want to say in New York to- 


day what' I said in Atlanta yes- 
terday," the President declared 
4i remarks prepared for his late- 
morning appearance at the 50th 
birthday party of the Amalgam- 
ated Clothing Workers Union, 
AFL-CIO. 


Johnson returned to Washing- 


ton Friday after 32 hours of 
barnstorming through six states. 


' He showed no sign of fatigue, 


which was fortunate in view of 
today's itinerary. 


, £\ The speech to the clothing 


workers, in Singer Bowl at the 
New York World's Fair, was the 
first of five appearances. 


Johnson also agreed to dedi- 


cate the Venezuelan Pavilion at 
the Fair, have lunch at Roose- 
velt Raceway, Westbury, N.Y., 
with a delegation of Nassau 
County leaders, then dedicate 
the John F. Kennedy Cultural 
Center at the old Mitchel Air 
force Base on Long Island. 


Tonight Johnson addresses a 


Democratic fund-raising dinner 
in Convention Hall at Atlantic 
City, N.J. It is in this hall that 
Democrats expect to nominate 
him for a full term as president 
in August. 


Johnson 
told 
the 
clothing 


workers they had helped him in 
the past, adding, "And who 
Jcnows—it may be that you can 
Wielp me out again, sometime 
soon." 


Soon, it turned out, meant 


right now. 


."First," said the President, 


"We must stand together on the 
civil rights bill. I want to say 
in New York today what I said 
in Atlanta yesterday: 'Because 
the Constitution requires it, and 
justice demands it, we must 
protect the Constitutional rights 


of all our citizens, regardless of 


j race, religion or the color of 


their skin.' " 


Johnson said that "just as you 


and I stand together in this 
cause, we must also join forces 
in the war on poverty." 


It was virtually a carbon copy 


of the President's exhortations 
to Southern audiences. The only 
departure was the addition of a 
Section dealing with labor legis- 
lation. 


Said Johnson: "We must ex- 


tend the Fair Labor Standards 
Act to include more than two 
million workers who now lack 
this basic protection. 


"We must establish federal 


benefit 
standards 
for 
state 


unemployment insurance 
pro- 


grams—and a federal supple- 
mentary program to extend ben- 
'Ifits for an additional period of 
up to 26 *celks."

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Insured Man 
Shot Pilot of 
Airliner 


CONCORD, Calif. (AP)-The 


FBI has established that a heav- 
ily insured passenger apparent- 
ly shot the pilot of an airliner 
just before it crashed near Con- 
cord Thursday, killing all 44 
aboard. The plane was cruising 
at 5,000 feet on a flight from 
Reno to San Francisco when 
the shooting occurred. 


The man's name and the ben- 


eficiary of his newly purchased 
policy were not immediately 
disclosed. 


An informed source said the 


FBI had traced ownership of a 
powerful revolver found in the 
wreckage to a man who took out 
an insurance policy in excess of 
$50,000 on his life just before 
boarding the plane. 


An FBI laboratory check in 


Washington, the source said, de- 
termined that the revolver, a 
.357 Smith & Wesson Magnum, 
contained six spent cartridges 
that had been fired recently. 


The source confirmed that a 


tape recorder found 
in the 


wreckage carried the voice of 
pilot Ernest A; Clark, saying, 
"My God, I've been shot." 


Then came a scream, just be- 


fore the twin-engine Pacific Air 
Lines plane went into its dive 
from a mile up that ended with 
an 
explosion in 
pastureland 


southeast of Concord. 


Speculation arose that the gun 


wielder had lost heavily at the 
Reno gambling tables. Spokes- 
men for the two largest casinos 
in Reno said there was no indi- 
cation of any unusually heavy 
losses by a patron the night be- 
fore the crash. 


The FBI did not give the exact 


amount of machine-dispensed in- 
surance taken out by the owner 
of the revolver. 


Another mystery to be solved 


was whether the passenger shot 
only Clark or also shot copilo* 
Raymond E. Andress Jr. and 
stewardess Marjorie E. Schafer, 
the other members of the crew, 


Deputy coroner Mai Whalin 


said a human bone found at the 
scene contained a hole which 
could have been made by a bul- 
let. He said the bone was not 
from a skull but declined to say 
what part of a body it came 
from. 


Ten investigative teams from 


the Civil Aeronautics Board in 
Washington as well as FBI 
forces were at the scene, 40 
miles east of San Francisco.

tuberculosis was long ago short- 
ened to TB so why not condense 
another "toughie" in the pro- 
nunciation department, to say 
nothing about an 
impossible 


spelling task! 


Why bring Up this sad sub- 


ject at such a pleasant time of 
year between Mother's Day to- 
morrow, 
and Father's 
Day, 


June 21? This is the most logical 
time of year to learn about, 
discuss, and fight a disease that 
is the greatest cause of chronic 
disability among young adults, 
most of who are young mothers 
or young fathers. 


First of all, you may want to 


know what is MS anyway? 
That's a good question, but we 
don't have a good answer. All 
that is known, for sure, is that 
the mysttery that's MS is wide- 
spread and involves the central 
nervous 
system.

Jap Pearl 
Harbor Envoy 
Dies at 86

TOKYO (AP)-Adm. Kichis- 


aburo Nomura, Japan's ambas- 
sador to the United States when 
his country attacked Pearl Har- 
bor, died today after a long ill- 
ness. He was 86. 


Nomura and special envoy Sa- 


buro Kurusu received one of the 
stiffest tongue-lashings in dip- 
lomatic annals when they ar- 
rived at the State Department 
on Dec. 7, 1941 bringing Japan's 
rejection of the latest U.S. peace 
formula .Bombs had just begun 
falling on the Pacific outpost. 
Seething with anger, Secretary 
of State Cordell Hull kept No- 
mura and Kurusu waiting 15 min 
utes in an anteroom. 


They entered 
Hull's 
office 


smiling and bowing and handed 
him the Japanese note. He read 
it slowly, without betraying his 
fury, even at the sentence, "The 
immutable policy of Japan is to 
promote world peace." 


Then Hull exploded, telling the 


two shocked envoys: 


"In all my 50 years of public 


service, I have never seen a 
document' that was more crowd- 
ed with infamous falsehoods and 
distortions — infamous false- 
hoods and distortions on a scale 
so huge that I never imagined 
until today that any government 
on this planet was capable of ut- 
tering them." 


Nomura, who- had been as- 


signed 
t'o 
Washington nine 


months earlier, repeatedly de- 
nied any advance knowledge of 
the attack which brought the 
United States into World War II. 


"I must have been the worst- 


informed ambassador 
in his- 


tory," he said on a visit to the 
United States in 1953. 


U.S. officials generally accept- 


ed Nomura's denial and did not 
press for his prosecution as a 
war criminal. 


A tall, soft-spoken career navy 


officer, Nomura was drafted for 
the diplomatic assignment be- 
cause he was known in Washing- 
ton as an advocate of peace with 
the United States. 


In the postwar years, he. was 


a business executive. He was 
elected to the Japanese Senate 
in 1959, and he opposed the left- 
ist campaign against the U.S.- 
Japan Security Treaty. 


His health failed' in recent 


years and lie was under treat- 
|ment for a brain ailment. He is 
survived by his widow and :i 


1 sou. 


Pistol Found 
in Wreckage 
of Plane 


CONCORD Calif. (AP) — A 


cocked and loaded pistol found 
in the trial of wreckage left by 
a Pacific Air Lines plane has 
brought the FBI into the inves- 
tigation of Thursday's crash. 


All 44 persons aboard the 


turbo-prop airliner were killed. 
, A quarter-mile of metal frag- 
ments, a garbled tape"' record- 
ing,'the gun and bits of the vic- 
tims'^ bodies were all the evi- 
dence that Civil Aeronautics 
Board 
investigators 
had 
to 


work with. 


The plane, a morning flight 


from Reno, Nev., went down aft- 
er stopping in Stockton, Calif., 
just 40 miles east, San Francis- 
co, its destination. 


Seconds before the airliner 


plunged nose first t'o earth, a 
garbled message came over its 
radio but was lost in a screech 
of static and electronic squeals. 
The Federal Aviation Agency 
had a tape recording of it that 
investigators hoped would pro- 
vide some clue. 


The FBI took charge of a 


cocked and loaded 38-caliber re- 
volver. At first it was believed 
to belong to a San Francisco po- 
lice inspector, George Lacau, 
who with his wife, Betty, was a 
passenger on the plane. 


A check in police records, 


however, showed that none of 
the three revolvers registered 
by Lacau had the serial num- 
bers of the weapon found in the 
wreckage. 


"Our captains are authorized 


to carry a gun," said a Pacific 
Air Lines spokesman. "But none 
has ever done so to our knowl- 
edge." 


Sheriff Walter Young asked 


the FBI disaster squad to use 
their special fingerprint techni- 
ques to make positive identifica- 
tion of the dead. Coroner Dr, 
William Bogart refused to allow 
relatives to view the remains. 


"There's just nothing left to 


show them," explained Dr. Bog- 
art. "No one would be recog- 
nizable." 


"We saw the plane coming in 


low, flying in kind of a glide, 
with its left engine not turning 
at all," said David Silva, 21, who 
was washing his car when the 
airliner came in over his house. 


"The right engine was mak- 


ing a terrible roar, revving 
hard," Silva continued. "Then 
the plane vanished over the top 
of a little hill, and at that in- 
stant we heard this tremendous 
explosion, like a sonic boom."

father-daughter team of -Lynda 
and Lyndon Johnson has been 
seeking 
recruits 
for a war 


against poverty in six states 
with touches of humor and tales 
oi' ancestors. 


They have joshed each other 


and, in the process, exhorted ap- 
plauding 
thousands 
t'o lend 


"heart and hand" in eliminating 
poverty from the land. 


Side by side, the 55-year-old 


President, wearing a Texas hat, 
and his tall, 20-year-old daughter 
barnstormed farms and towns 
Thursday by plane, helicopter 
and car. 


When 
President 
Johnson 


climbed on the back of a con- 
vertible at Knoxville, Tenn., his 
smiling daughter kicked off her 
shoes and joined him to talk to 
a crush of students from the Uni 
versity of Tennessee. 


And Johnson time and again— 


with hoarse throat toward the 
end—reminded audiences that 
he came from humble begin- 
nings and knew poverty first- 
hand. 


Sitting on the broken concrete 


steps of a tenant farmer's home 
at Rocky Mount, N.C., he said, 
"I was born the son of a tenant 
was born the son of a tenant 
farmer in a family of seven" 
and "my 
daddy worked on 


halves"—sharing profits with the 
landlord. 


Johnson said that when his 


father died, "he left a hard- 
earned and frugally-saved $25." 


The President declared that 


all he wanted for every family 
was "what my mother wanted 
for me, what every mother 
wants for her child—the chance 
for an honest living, an honor- 
able job, and a decent future." 


By the end of the long day, 


Lynda jokingly complained that 
her smooth-talking parent had 
"used all my lines about what 
I wanted youth to do." 


So, she said, "I just want to 


tell you that I agree with my 
father which is something that 
not all young people always do." 


Lynda suggested a practical 


beginning for an antipoverty 
program. "If everybody would 
just try to teach one person," 
she said, "it would make con- 
siderable inroads" in the prob- 
lems of illiteracy. 


Johnson laughingly said his 


daughter was a school dropout 
because she cut college classes 
to come on the two-day trip. But 
Lynda 
contended it was 
"a 


cram course" in such things as 
sociology and economics and es- 
pecially in "physical fitness, 
trying to keep up with my 
father." 


Once when the President whis- 


pered to her, Lynda admonished 
aloud, "Stop coaching me, dad— 
you'll get me in trouble." 


All in all, Lynda proved her- 


self quite capable of following in 
veteran parents and she "got 
the footsteps of her campaign 


Johnson Not 
Inclined Yet 
for Debates

WASHINGTON (AP) - Short- 


ly before his death President 
John F. Kennedy said he would 
take on his Republican opponent 
in the 1964 presidential race in 
lelevision-radio debates. So far 
President Johnson has declined 
to say what he will do. 


It would have been easy for 


Kennedy, an old hand at it aft- 
er his four debates with Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon in 
1960. 
All of them did Kennedy 


good. And no Republican then 
in sight seemed likely to outdo 
him. 


Johnson, with no experience in 


this kind of national encounter, 
gave this answer when asked 
about the debates at his Dec. 18 
news conference. 


"I will make those decisions 


at the time I am the nominee 
and in the light of the circum- 
stances existing then. For the 
present I am not going to dis- 
cuss any political matter." 


He didn't stick to that abso- 


lutely. He has made some 
cracks about Republicans and 
practically everything he has 
done since has been a political 
matter in the sense of building 
up his voter appeal. 


He's been so homey and down- 


to-earth and folksy and reassur- 
ing to so many people in so 
many fields of interest that he 
has created a picture of him- 
self as a sort of national big 
daddy. 


The public opinion polls indi- 


cate the people are eating it up. 
If he doesn't overdo it', no Re- 
publican candidate could pos- 
sibly match him in public expo- 
sure since he's President and 
everything he does is news. 


That raises the first question: 


Why, 
with 
this 
advantage, 


should he let an opponent, in 
one leap before the cameras 
and with one turn of the dial, 
enjoy the same spotlight with 
and perhaps do him damage by 
outdoing him? 


The same question could have 


been asked about Kennedy, al- 
though not in 1960. Then Nixon 
was the national figure who 
had spent eight years as vice 
president building himself up. 
Kennedy was just a senator 
from Massachusetts. 


But after the very first de- 


bate, in which many felt he had 
bettered Nixon, he had to be 
equated in the public mind with 
the vice president. 


As President, by debating a 


Republican contender, Kennedy 
would have been granting his 
opponent the same kind of ex- 
posure he himself got' in his set- 
to with Nixon. Why do it, then? 


One guess is that Kennedy 


felt supremely confident about 
handling anyone the Republi- 
cans sent against him. If only 
for lack of experience, Johnson 
can't be sure he'd make out as 
well. 


Through the fresh insights 


they'd get into Johnson and his 
opposition arguing the issues in 
1964, 
voters would be able to 


reach more intelligent decisions 
about both of them. 


But Johnson, like Kennedy, is 


a politician with a race to win 
and the main problem of how. 
That would be the primary con- 
sideration for both. That's a 
practical reason for Johnson 
wanting to wait till he sees 
what he's up against. 


By campaign time Johnson 


may decide, danger or not, the 
debates are necessary. 


For instance: 
To restore public acceptance 


through serious discussion if by 
tlnn he has made some goofs 
in the presidency or suffered 
disfavor by too much running 
around and too much talking off 
the cuff. 


Besides, he is thin-skinned. If 


he says he won't debate, the Re- 
publicans no doubt would try to 
needle him into changing his 
mind by attacking his reluct- 
ance to face his opponent. 


There's a good reason now to 


think he might welcome the de- 
bates. He seemed a little uncer- 
tain of himself, starting out, but 
he seems to be developing so 
much confidence in his voter ap- 
peal that he is now unpredict- 
able from hour to hour. 


Reports Anti 
Castro Attacks 
Coming Soon

WASHINGTON (AP) - Exile 


sources said today that attacks 
by anti-Castro Cubans on Com- 
munist Cuba appear probable at 
any moment. 


Spokesmen for various exile 


action groups in the United 
States appeared unanimous in 
predicting commando assaults 
soon on Cuban soil. 


They said such attacks before 


May 20-Cuba's 
independence 


anniversary—appear all but cer- 
tain. 


Significantly, 
various 
cities 


with large exile populations re- 
ported the disappeasance of 
groups of young men during re« 
cent weeks. 


U.S. officials said they knew 


nothing of any assault plans, but 
in exile sectors here and it 
Florida there seemed a convio 
lion that something is about til 
occur. 


The sources added that small 


scale attacks from anti-Commu 
nist groups within Cuba and 
without would be aimed at har- 
assing Prime Minister Fidel 
Castro's dictatorship. 


They said sabotage, infiltra- 


tion, commando and guerrilla 
operations were contemplated. 
"What we hope to do," said one 
exile, "is to drive Castro and his 
Communist cohorts crazy and 
out of power."

Man Found 
Guilty, Death 
Is Penalty 


HARRISBURG, Ark. (AP) - 


Frank Harris, 57, of Jonesboro, 
was convicted of first degree 
murder here Thursday and sen- 
tenced to death in the electric 
chair. 


The last death sentence levied 


by a Poinsett Circuit Court jury 
was in 1912, the year before the 
chair displaced hanging as the 
state's method of execution. 


Harris was convicted of kill. 


ing Mrs. Leonard Dever and 
four of her daughters the night 
of Dec. 20 at the Dever home 
at Trumann. 


The ex-convict already had 


been sentenced to life in prison 
for the death of Mrs. Dever's 
husband. 


The jury returned the verdict 


after deliberating 30 minutes. It 
made no recommendation in re- 
gard to punishment, but under 
Arkansas law this automatically 
sentenced Harris to death, 
Defense attorney Bob McCourt- 
ney filed notice for a new trial. 
He said if it is turned down, the 
verdict will be appealed. 


McCourtney had the jury 


polled on each of the 
five 


counts. 


"Is that your finding?" each 


juror was asked. 


Each time, each juror an- 


swered in a loud and clear 
voice: "Yes." 


Harris showed 
no emotion 


when the verdict was read. His 
17-year-old daughter wept. The 
defendant stared at the jurors 
intently as they were polled. 


"I haven't killed anybody iu 


my whole life," Harris said lat- 
er. "God in haven knows t 
haven't hurt anybody. I toiij my 
whole story to Mr. (Deputy 
Sheriff Pete) Van Horn, and he 
told it for me in court. I haven't 
hurt anybody. I feel I'll come 
clear." 


Harris said a "30 minute ver- 


dict was awfully hasty."

Cusick was born and raised 


in Gadsden, Ala. He said his 
greatgrandather is reputed to 
have founded the Ku Klux Klan 
in Etowah County, Ala., after 
the Civil War. 


As a teen-ager, he attended a 


Cathalic boarding school in Ala- 
bama which taught him that 
segregation was morally wrong.

he "led arguments

In December, while serving a 


30-day sentence growing out of 
a demonstration, Cusick fasted 
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years his junior, the former 
president started his day with 
an impromptu news conference 
in which he predicted President

D. Roosevelt did in 1963. 


That was when Roosevelt car- 


ried all states except Maine and 
Vermont against Republican Alf 
Landon. 


The prediction was one item 


in an impromptu news confer- 
ence that interrupted his tradi- 
tional before - breakfast walk— 
and cut it short—right in the 
middle of Farragut Square only 
three 
blocks from the White 


House. 


Truman set' out with the inten- 


tion of strolling about two miles 
but found himself so surround- 
ed by cameras, 
microphones 


and a tangle of electronic equip- 
ment wires that he came to a 
halt to field the questions of ac- 
companying newsmen. 


He discoursed on just about 


every subject' from Russians to 
Republicans, then strolled back 
to Blair House, where he is 
staying as Johnson's guest, and 
headed from there for the Cap- 
itol and a breakfast reunion 
with old Senate colleagues.

When a newsman inquired

Rusk will attend a meeting of 


;he North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
zation foreign ministers at the 
Hague next week following a 
visit to Brussels. 


On the eve of Rusk's depar- 


;ure, Undersecretary of State 
George Ball sharply challenged 
the idea attributed to President 
Charles de Gaulle of France that 
the Atlantic Alliance serves the 
defense of the West and should 
be preserved but that its organi- 
zation is a bad idea. 


Some U.S. officials said this 


reasoning could lead to a con- 
clusion that the basic defense 
pledge of NATO should be pre- 
served but that the military 
command system should be rad- 
ically altered and weakened if 
not actually abandoned. 


Ball did not mention France or
